I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  your  Area.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  are  :  — 

The  M.O.H.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  District  Nurses  and  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  District  Nurses  attend  cases  in  the  homes  where  necessary,  except  in  infectious 

cases. 


Laboratary  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 
Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements. 


Water. 

The  supply  of  water  in  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  in  quantity.  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the  raw  water  and 
also  the  chlorinated.  There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action.

Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  shop  acts. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  Licences  have  been  granted  for  Camping  Sites,  and  there  has  been  no  attempt 
to  set  up  camps,  apart  from  occasional  week-end  hikers  and  Boy  Scouts. 

Smoke  Abatements. 

No  nuisance  exists  from  smoke  in  the  area. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  District. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

All  general  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  a  central  Abbatoir  outside  the  District, 
Copies  of  condemnation  certificates  for  all  foodstuffs  including  tinned  goods  are  made  out 
in  triplicate,  one  copy  being  retained  for  record  purposes,  and  the  others  issued  to  the 
Retailer  and  the  Food  Office.  By  adopting  this  practice  the  Retailer  can  obtain 

replacement  of  both  the  articles  and  the  points  value. 

Housing  Survey. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  and  the  appointment  of  a 
Junior  Clerk  to  assist  in  the  office  and  on  the  Survey  has  been  of  great  value,  as  both  the 
clerical  and  technical  sides  of  my  duties  have  grown  enormously.  Repair  and 
reconditioning  work  is  held  up  through  lack  of  materials  and  skilled  labour,  and  this 
position  will  probably  continue  until  the  housing  shortage  is  met- 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  bug  infestation.  A  few  flea  infestations  have  been 
discovered  and  dealt  with.
